27. (Currently amended) A method of enabling a mobile station in a wireless network 
to originate or receive a call during a mobile terminating location request, comprising: 

initiating a mobile terminating location request; and 

sending a network command to the mobile station during processing of the mobile 
terminating location request , thereby enabling a mobile originated request or call to complete . 

28. (Previously presented) A method as set forth in claim 27, where sending a 
network command to the mobile station comprises sending a network command to the mobile 
station immediately following the mobile terminating location request. 

29. (Previously presented) A method as set forth in claim 27, where sending a 
network command to the mobile comprises sending a direct transfer application part message or 
a radio resource location protocol request to the mobile station. 

30. (Currently amended) A method of enabling a mobile station in a wireless network 
to originate or receive a call during a mobile terminating location request, comprising: 

after a mobile terminating location request has been initiated, sending a network 
command to the mobile station during processing of the mobile terminating location request 
thereby enabling a mobile originated request or call to complete . 

3 1 . (Previously presented) A method as set forth in claim 30, where sending a 
network command comprises sending a direct transfer application part message or a radio 
resource location protocol request. 

32. (Currently amended) An apparatus for enabling a mobile station in a wireless 
network to originate or receive a call during a mobile terminating location request, comprising: 

means for initiating a mobile terminating location request; and 
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means for sending a network command to the mobile station during processing of the 
mobile terminating location request , thereby enabling a mobile originated request or call to 
complete . 

33. (Previously presented) An apparatus as set forth in claim 32, where the means for 
sending a network command to the mobile station comprises means for sending a network 
command to the mobile station immediately following the mobile terminating location request. 

34. (Previously presented) An apparatus as set forth in claim 32, where the means for 
sending a network command to the mobile comprises means for sending a direct transfer 
application part message or a radio resource location protocol request to the mobile station. 

35. (Currently amended) An apparatus for enabling a mobile station in a wireless 
network to originate or receive a call during a mobile terminating location request, comprising: 

means for detecting a mobile terminating location request; and 

means for sending a network command to the mobile station during processing of the 

mobile terminating location request , thereby enabling a mobile originated request or call to 

complete . 

36. (Previously presented) A method as set forth in claim 35, where the means for 
sending a network command comprises means for sending a direct transfer application part 
message or a radio resource location protocol request. 
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
